SIKESTON AND ALSO 
REGULATING THE 
TRAFFIC ON THE STREETS IN TIME OF FIRE. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN 
OF THE CITY OF SIKESTON AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. That the compensation of the volunteer 
firemen of the City shall be $1.50 for the first hour or any 
part thereof and $1.00 per hour' for all additional time 
required in responding to any one call. 
Section 2. When the fire alarm is sounded in the 
City and at the time the fire truck may be proceeding to 
a fire, it shall be the duty of each and every person walk­ 
ing on the streets of said City to get on the sidewalk or 
in some other place of safety from injury of the fire 
truck, and it shall be the duty of any person driving an 
automobile or other vehicle to stop immediately, upon 
hearing the fire alarm or upon seeing the approach of 
the fire truck at the most convenient place next to the 
curb or side of the street in order to give the fire truck

An ORDINANCE REGtJLATING THE COMPENSA­ 
TION OF THE FIREMEN FOR THE CITY OF 
SIKESTON AND ALSO 
REGULATING THE 
TRAFFIC ON THE STREETS IN TIME OF FIRE. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN 
OF THE CITY OF SIKESTON AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. That the compensation of the volunteer 
firemen of the City shall be $1.50 for the first hour or any 
part thereof and $1.00 per hour for all additional time 
required in responding to any one call. 
Section 2. When the fire alarm is sounded in the 
City and at the time the fire truck may be proceeding to 
a fire, it shall be the duty of each and every person walk­ 
ing on the streets of said City to get on the sidewalk or 
in some other place of safety from injury of the fire 
truck, and it shall be the duty of any person driving an 
automobile or other vehicle to stop immediately, upon 
hearing the fire alarm or upon seeing the approach of 
the fire truck at the most convenient place next to the 
curb or side of the street in order to give the fire truck 
free passage along any and all of the streets of said City, 
and any person violating this section of this ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con­ 
viction shall be fined not less than $1.00 nor more than 
$100.00. 
Section 3. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed and this ordi­ 
nance shall be in effect from and after its passage.
